One of tbe gtrongest provisions cen- 
ters anthorlty on the Presldebt to re- 
duce all rates and duties 80 per cent 
In rplui;i for similar. favorK gianted 
to the ignited States by any fort ign 
country This particular section con- 
tains no restrictions whstever upon 
the President. It does not require 
his bargaining with foreign eoantrii 
to be ratified by tbe Congress. Any 
riclpr'i :;1 :.tT"<'r,irntF thi' President 
may ii,;i'k' undr this provision .Tre 
p«'rnifl'<(t to remain in ope; at ion for 
a period ot five years. Under anoth- 
er oecflon tbe President Is given com- 
plete authority to take retaliatory ac- 
tion against nations which Impose dis- 
criminatory duties or embargoes up- 
on American goods.

Likewise, when the passenger pays for his 
ticket, he should remember that 8 per cent of what he otherwise would pay the railroad is added and 
cnllectt (1 for the Kovrrnmnnt as a transportation tax. Patrons generally consider only the total coat 
of freight and pusscnger transportation, and many think the railroads get the whole amount.

This vast sum is not included in any of the railway accounts. It wus collected by the railroads acting 
as agents for the government and remitted directly to the government.

54 as transportation tn.x on fright, ami .'>L'.:'.".4,2.'ifi.s7 as iransportatlon tax n;i 
passenger fares, u total of $5,33S,329.4ir Tbiu is nut included in the al)ove mentioned item of |9.- 
575,6S0.87 direct taxes paid, but was collected and remitted directly to the government. 

The question of abolishing the transportation tax is having consideration at Washington. The 

abolition of this tax would reduce railway rates without injury to tbe railroads. ' 

We do not bring up the question of railway taxation in a spirit of complaint. We realize that all 
.::.:ens and all bu^^^inesse.x must bear their Just proportion of the expense of government. refer to 
the matter Just 'now to make it clear tbat railway tixation must be added to the cost of transportation 

and necessarily has a bearing on freight and passongor rales. 

The Illinois Central System has been striving' for mure than a year to present facts In Regard to 
railway problems for the consideration of tbe public. The public will be able to decide for itself the 
auvisaolliiy of such a course when it i cinsidcrs that the nianagiun'iii of the Illinois Ci'ntrnI System is 
tbe trustee of an investment in roadway and equipment of more tban a half billion dollars. We re- 
alize that this property, and all railway property, will be dealt with accordingly as public sentiment de- 
velops and crystallizes. We feel, therefore, tbat we must present our ease before the court of pub- 
lic opinion, and we are glad to do that, having an abiding faith in the fairness and Justice of tbe peo- 
ple when tbey have tbe faota before tb«m.
